First of all, the season 
was backward, and so cold that the 
crop was slow in darting. 
The n cut 
worms did u great deal of havoe an 1 
much acreage had to be replant *d. 
In a few instances the crops have 
•oen damaged by hail storms recent­ 
ly 
The Heinz Company has quite an 
initial 
investment 
in 
its Brainerd 
salting station, which was completed 
last month on the railroad right-of- 
way J ust east of the Hayes Lucas 
Lumber yards. 
This receiving and 
salting station consists of an office, 
a large sorting platform under rooT. 
and eighteen salting tanks. 
The cucumbers are brought in ea< l 
morning by the growers, each farmer 
grading them as accurately as pos­ 
sible as they are picked. 
At the sta­ 
tion the cucumbers are inspected and 
sorted into three grades, then placed 
in brine. 
The grower receives cash 
on delivery for his crop, in accord­ 
ance with his contract with the com­ 
pany. 
One of the growers near Brainerd 
expressed himself as very much plead­ 
ed with the treatment that the H. J . 
Heinz Co. is according those who con­ 
tracted to grow- cucumbers. 
He stat­ 
ed that the company had gone much 
farther in assisting the farmers than 
the contracts called for, an assistance 
that 
is 
much 
appreciated 
by 
tli * 
growers, since this is a new venture 
with most of them. 
Michael J . Crowe is the Heinz Co. 
manager at the Brainerd halting sta­ 
tion, with William Lokken as assist­ 
ant. 
Thosf w ho are Interested in the 
process of receiving and salting thA 
cucumbers, are invited by Mr. Crowe 
to visit tho plant during the w oik 
hours, which are from seven 
o'cIock . 
in the morning until the same hour 
in-the evening. 
The H. J . Heinz Co., believes in the 
policy of patronizing homo industries, 
and wherever possible all materia 1 
and supplies have been purchased in 
Brainerd. 
This includes all of the 
lumber used in the building of the 
plant, and much of the labor. 
The 
buildings are now being painted yel­ 
low, trimmed in dark green. 
This new industry for Brainerd, 
sponsored by the local Lions cluh, 
promises to become an important fac­ 
tor in Crow W ing county agiicul 
ture. 
Over five hundred acres w’cr* 
contracted for cucumber raising by 
the Heinz Co. this season, and it h 
expected that this acreage will b< 
greatly increased next year.

One of the factors retarding road 
development is lack of appreciation 
of the modern science 
of 
highway 
building and using. 
We know too many things about 
roads which are not so! 
Many of our highway ideas 
are 
twenty years behind the times. 
We 
haven't caught up with the engineer 
For instance, “ our roads wear out. 
The enormous sum invested in them 
is thus a capital ions.” 
Roads do not wear out. 
The sur­ 
face of a good road wears, of course. 
So does the roof of a house. 
But 
replacing the roof doesn't mean that 
the rest of the house isn’t good. 
The 
surface of a road is its roof. 
If it 
wears out it must lie replaced. 
But 
that doesn’t mean that the right of 
way, the grade, foundation, and all 
the material is any less 
valuable 
than at first. 
“ Trucks destroy roads. 
Therefore 
trucks should pay for roads.” 
That 
too, is a fallacy. 
A truck no more 
destroys a road, when truck and road 
fit, than a bahy carriage destroys i 
i ^ d e n path. 
It Is lack of mainten 
anee which destroys roads; it is fail 
ure to exact wide tire and maximum 
load laws which destroy roads. 
“ There isn't money enough to pay 
for highways. 
We will all be hank 
nipt." 
More fallacy. 
There 
arc 
fourteen million motor cars in the 
United States. 
If they arc worth on 
an average of $500 each (which is 
an underestim ate), they represent an 
Investment of $7 ,600.000,000. 
Did 
we get bankrupt buying them? 
We 
did not! 
Why should we get bank­ 
rupt buying seven 
billion 
dollars 
worth of roads and the Interest on 
seven billions will build today more 
highways than we have as yet en­ 
gineers and machinery to build. 
Transportation has been, for 
us 
Americans, nothing but 
rail 
and 
water for al history. 
Now we art- 
compelled

into “ highw ays” and “ motors.” Mot­ 
or« we understand, h iehw svs » « y e t 
we oniy partially comprehend, and 
“ motor transport.” as a whole, is yet 
a sealed book to most of us.

fever, perennial summer scourge, is 
dying out in the United States. 
Twenty years ago the arrival of 
hot weather inevitably presaged Mo* 
deaths 
of 
many 
children

typhoid; the quarantining of many 
homes, and overtime work for th« 
doctors. 
Today," as the result of the work 
carried on by the U. H. Public Health 
Service, the disease has been almost 
obliterated, according to figures re­ 
cently 
given

Bureau. 
In 1900 typhoid caused the death 
of 31.3 persons out of every 100,000 
Of population. 
Today It taken 1« « 
than three persons out of 100,000 
There has been a proportionate fall 
ing off In the number of cases.

Bureau 
officials 
say.

here is the way they calculate It: 
Economists, working out the p*o 
blem mathematically, have estimated 
the monetary worth of every man to 
society to be $2,500 at a minimum 
In 1900, there was an average annual 
death rate of 240,000 from typhol 
fever in this country. 
Thus, the na 
lion wa.s suffering an economic Ion 
of $60,000,000 from typhoid every 12 
months. 
The current lo .-, computed up' »» 
annual death rate of 3,000 and i: 
the samefashlon. Is $7 ,000,000. Fol 
lowing out this calculation, heait, 
officials estimate that the total 
Hav­ 
ing in money by the Improvement ol 
sanitary condition 
since 1900 would 
more than erase the nation's out 
standing debt. 
The control of the disease, the Pub 
lie Health Service believes, has been 
steady, and due to two factors: 
1. 
Development of anti-typhoid 
serum.

Vast sanitary improvement ill 
over the country, and purification r»f 
municipal water supplies as the re 
suit of a campaign of education wag 
ed by the government.

the disease will be unknown in the

New York, Aug. ll.—Another interesting championship match has been 
added to the summer boxing program. 
Dave Shade, California welterweight, 
who has been trying to get a championship match for three years, has been 
promised a bout with the winner of the Walker-Leonard match.

Dundee claimed priority over Eugene Criqui for a featherweight champion­ 
ship bout with Johnny Kilbane, the New York boxing commission asked 
Walker and Leonard to sign an agreement that the winner of the bout would 
accept a match with Shade within 40 days after their bout. 
The managers 
of Walker and Leonard agreed. 
The match probably will be put on the open market and spirited bidding 
by the promoters is sure to follow. 
Shade for several years has been re­ 
garded as the outstanding contender in the class. 
His efforts to get a cham­ 
pionship match with Jack Britton failed and when Mickey Walker succeeded 
Britton, Shade met with no more success and he was forced to leave the 
class and mingle with the middleweights. 
Walker was suspended by the 
commission for refusing to accept Shade’s challenge and it was only re­ 
cently that he was reinstated. 
Leonard, who has been training at Tannersville, is in Cleveland now, 
where he is to meet Pal Moran tonight. 
The lightweight champion insists 
that the match will be nothing more than a warm-up for bim, although many 
critics figure that he may be making a mistake in taking the match as a cinch. 
Moran may not be the most dangerous lightweight contender, but he 
is a tough fighter and he has been working regularly during Hie past year, 
while Leonard has been taking it easy around the movie studios. 
Leonard 
might have an experience like Johnny Dundee, who took a “warm-up” bout 
against Eddie Wagner in Philadelphia last summer and made such a bad 
showing that he lost a chance to meet Leonard in a bout that had already 
been arranged. 
Leonard probably will win over Moran and the bout will do bim a lot 
of good.
